Harper's report card on 
progress expected to 
draw opposition fire 


While MPs return to the 
Commons today, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
will deliver his 
government’s latest 
economic report card in 
Saint John, N.B., far from 
the fractious opposition 
benches. 

The statement on the 
progress of the govern¬ 
ment’s stimulus program 
will draw fire from the Lib¬ 
erals, who say they are 
ready to topple the govern¬ 
ment at their first opportu¬ 
nity, perhaps as early as 
this week. 

Liberal finance critic 
John McCallum said it real¬ 
ly doesn’t matter what’s in 
the economic statement. 

“We Liberals have made 
our decision,” he said. 
“We’re voting against the 
government, so in that 
sense the outcome is fore¬ 
gone.” 

This will leave NDP 
Leader Jack Layton to de¬ 
cide whether he can sup¬ 
port the government, as he 
did earlier this month. All 
three opposition parties 
must vote together to de¬ 
feat the government. 

Appearing on CTV’s 
Question Period yesterday, 
Transport Minister John 
Baird said Harper will pro¬ 
vide an upbeat status re¬ 
port.

Canadians a real update on

where we are on the econo¬ 
my, where we are on infra¬ 
structure spending,” Baird 
said. “He’ll be able to tell 
people what we’re doing to 
keep our banking system 
strong and the real success 
we’ve had working with 
provinces and municipali¬ 
ties across the country on 
infrastructure.” 

Economist Aron Gampel 
of Scotia Capital said he ex¬ 
pects Harper will say that 
while the economy appears 
to be recovering, there are 
still considerable uncer¬ 
tainties and risks. 

“The substantial stimu¬ 
lus injected into the econo¬ 
my from both monetaiy 
and fiscal measures is be¬ 
ginning to show more 
signs that the economy is 
regaining traction, but the 
full impact will become 
more visible in the months 
ahead,” Gampel said.

Bite-sized films a tasty treat 

Festival shorts perfect way to spend lunch-hour break

If that Monday-lunch ham 
sandwich seems a little 
more blase than usual, or 
if you’re tired of the 
ambiance provided by 
downtown Edmonton 
food courts, then a trip to 
see Sobey’s Lunchbox 
Shorts might be the ticket. 

The shorts are screening 
at Empire City Centre 9 cin¬ 
emas as part of the 23rd Ed¬ 
monton International Film 
Festival. The truly interna¬ 
tional selection of lunch- 
hour bite-sized films runs 
today through Friday. 


The shorts are always a 
highlight of EIFF, says festi¬ 
val producer Kerrie Long, 
who notes that an increas¬ 
ing number of filmgoers are 
trying their luck by just 
showing up at Empire with 
little to no knowledge 
what’s actually playing. She 
says it’s a testament to the 
level of faith attendees have 
in her team’s programming 
selections. 

“I think that’s one of my 
favourite parts of the festi¬ 
val,” she says. “The joy out 
of risk.” 

For those who require a 
bit more certainty with re¬ 
spect to their viewing 
habits, tonight has one of 
the festival’s strongest dou¬ 
ble-bills. 

A documentary by Oscar- 
nominee Kirby Dick, Out¬ 
rage tracks down some of 


the United States’ most no¬ 
torious anti-LGBT politi¬ 
cians who may or may not 
be gay themselves. Mostly, 
it’s a glimpse into the weird 
depths of America’s closet, 
with public servants sacri¬ 
ficing their own sexual 
identities in the interest of 
climbing the political lad¬ 
der. The film also raises an 
ethical debate about 
whether gay activists seek¬ 
ing to expose the truth have 
that right from a moral 
standpoint, as “coming out” 
is a deeply personal and pri¬ 
vate matter.

Similarly hidden in plain 
sight are the vampires at 
the heart of Strigoi, which 
follows at 9:45. The film fol¬ 
lows Vlad (no, not that guy), 
who returns to the small 
Romanian village of his up¬ 


bringing only to discover 
that the townspeople have 
gone on a witch-hunt for 
bloodsuckers. 

While Strigoi is included 
as part of EIFF’s Edge of 
Night series, it’s really more 
comedic than horrific. It’s 
like a forgotten Eastern Eu¬ 
ropean tribute episode of 
Comer Gas, only way bet¬ 
ter, because if anything tru¬ 
ly sucks it’s Comer Gas.

Terrorist eyes 
legal practice 

law A convicted terrorist 
is asking to practise law in 
Greater Toronto. 

Parminder Singh Saini, 
46, blames youth for his 
violent past and says he is 
rehabilitated. 

“I had no legitimate 
right to do that,” he 
recently told the Law Soci¬ 
ety of Upper Canada of a 
1984 airline hijacking in 
his native India. 

He deserves a second 
chance, his advocates say. 

“He served his time and 
was subsequently 
pardoned,” says York Uni¬ 
versity political science 
professor Sandra 
Whitworth, who taught 
him in 2001. 

“The evidence of his 
character in the last 25 
years,” his lawyer Frank 
Addario told the law socie¬ 
ty, “points toward a com¬ 
plete rehabilitation on his 
part.” But critics remain 
skeptical. 

Aside from hijacking a 
plane and shooting at sev¬ 
eral of his 270-plus 
hostages — wounding one 
in the back — Saini lied 
his way into Canada, has 
never gained landed immi¬ 
grant status, faces deporta¬ 
tion and by ministerial or¬ 
der remains a threat.

‘Blame Canada’ talk 
not prevalent in U.S. 

Fault on U.S. for not flagging 9-11 bomb plot suspect: Expert 


It was high-profile news in 
Canada: Najibullah Zazi, 
the man accused of 
plotting what might have 
been the biggest U.S. ter¬ 
rorist attack since 9-11, 
travelled twice to Canada 
in the months prior to his 
arrest. 

And yet as Americans 
pore over every detail of 
his high-profile arrest, the 
Canadian connection has 
barely registered, despite 
assertions by prosecutors 
that Zazi’s visits north of 
the border — and trips to 
Pakistan, allegedly for ter¬ 
rorism training — were 
reasons he should be con¬ 
sidered a flight risk. 

There’s been little sign 
of the “blame Canada” 
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rhetoric so prevalent in 
the U.S. in the weeks and 
months following the Sept. 
11 attacks. 

Some suggest that’s be¬ 
cause Canada might not 
have done anything wrong 
if American authorities 
failed to alert their Canadi¬ 
an colleagues that Zazi was 
a threat. 

It’s also unclear when 


Zazi travelled to Canada. A 
relative in Mississauga, 
Ont., has been vague, say¬ 
ing it was some time in the 
past year or two. U.S. au¬ 
thorities have had Zazi un¬ 
der surveillance since Au¬ 
gust 2008. 

Chris Sands, a border ex¬ 
pert at the Washington- 
based Hudson Institute, 
said if there was a falldown 
at the Canada-U.S. bound¬ 
ary, it could have been an 
American rather than 
Canadian mistake. “Since 
we had admitted him in 
the U.S. and there was no 
flag on him, it makes sense 
that Canadian officials 
wouldn’t have been wor¬ 
ried about him either,” he

Attack on boy leads to 
culling of loose dogs 


Saskatchewan Mounting 
frustration over an attack 
on a child has prompted 
officials in a northern 
Saskatchewan village to 
destroy loose dogs, saying 
the extreme measure is 
needed to fix a problem 
that plagues many remote 
communities. 

“It is a last resort,” says 
lie a la Crosse Mayor Du¬ 
ane Favel. 

“We can request that 
(owners) tie up their dogs 
and take care of them and 
be accountable and respon¬ 
sible for them, but when 
that doesn’t happen this is 
the only alternative that 
we have. I don’t like it.” 

Last weekend, six-year- 
old Shiloh Berscheid was 
badly bitten while playing 
outside in the village, 
more than 400 kilometres 
north of Saskatoon. The lit¬ 
tle boy had huge gashes 
across his face and was 
flown to a Saskatoon hos¬ 
pital where plastic sur¬ 
geons used 60 stitches to 
close the wounds. 

Shiloh’s mother, Angella 
McKay, has said she wants 
tougher animal control by¬ 
laws in the remote com¬ 
munity. 


“It's not that we 
haven’t tried to 
address it on an 
ongoing basis.”

Favel said the village is 
doing the best it can. 
Lawyers for the municipal¬ 
ity have sent letters to dog 
owners, urging them to tie 
up their pets and warning 
that the village will deal 
with any loose animals. 

The village has hired a 
man to shoot the loose 
dogs, because it is the 
quickest and least expen¬ 
sive solution. 

“It’s not that we haven’t 
tried to address it on an on¬ 
going basis.

“The usual response is 
people get mad at us, at 
the municipality for going 
to that extent to try to ad¬ 
dress the issue with their 
pets.”

Wild poppy country? 

Federal government considering growing 
controversial flower in Prairies: Document 


Another kind of flower 
could be coming to Wild 
Rose Country. 

A type of opium poppy 
used to make painkillers 
may be sown across south¬ 
ern Alberta’s plains, a new¬ 
ly released document 
shows. 

The federal government 
is giving thought to plant¬ 
ing Canada’s first commer¬ 
cial poppy crop and the 
parched Prairies are the 
perfect place to do it, says a 
briefing note for Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Gerry Ritz. 

“Parts of Canada, particu¬ 
larly southern Alberta, are 
ideally suited for the pro¬ 
duction of poppies,” it says. 

Ottawa is mulling a varia-

tion of the opium poppy 
called the thebaine poppy. 

Thebaine is used to make 
painkillers such as perco- 
cet, buprenorphine, oxy¬ 
codone, naloxone and nal¬ 


trexone. 

Poppies could be a cash 
crop for farmers battered 
by record diy weather this 
year. The government esti¬ 
mates farmers could earn 
$3,000 to $6,000 a hectare 
growing poppies. 

Agencies such as Health 
Canada and the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency 
would have to approve and 
regulate any plan to grow 
poppies, the brief added. 

It’s illegal in Canada to 
possess the opium poppy 
plant or its derivatives, oth¬ 
er than poppyseed. Canada 
gets most of its products 
from Australia and France, 
where the plants are grown 
legally. the Canadian press 


Researchers develop 
portable cancer test 

science Toronto researchers 
have developed a portable 
device they say will 
accurately diagnose 
prostate cancer in 30 min¬ 
utes. 

The microchip technolo¬ 
gy, created by a pair of Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto 
scientists, will be able to de¬ 
termine the severity of the 
tumours through a simple 
urine sample and produce 
quick diagnosis with no 
need for painful biopsies. 

Now heading into the en¬ 
gineering stage, a BlackBer- 
ry-sized device should be 
available for doctors’ use 
within two to three years.

Iran tests missiles

GERMANY German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel yesterday won 
the centre-right majority that 
eluded her four years ago — 
nudging Europe's biggest eco¬ 
nomic power to the right as it 
claws its way out of a deep re¬ 
cession. Voters sent the 
nation's main left-wing party, 
the Social Democrats of 
Foreign Minister Frank-Walter 
Steinmeier, into opposition af¬ 
ter 11 years as part of the gov¬ 
ernment. It was the party's 
worst election result since the 
Second World War. 
EARTHQUAKE China's devastat¬ 
ing earthquake last year that 
left some 90,000 people dead 
or missing was caused by a ge¬ 
ological event that occurs 
about once every 4,000 years, a 
study led by Chinese 
researchers said yesterday. Re¬ 
searchers said the 7-9-magni¬ 
tude quake was caused by the 
breaking of solid rock separat¬ 
ing major fault segments, 
allowing the quake to cascade 
along multiple faults.

Many Filipino villagers 
managed to save only the 
clothes on their backs but 
began to rebuild yesterday 
as the flood waters reced¬ 
ed from a tropical storm 
that set off the worst flood¬ 
ing in Manila in 42 years. 

Army troops, police and 
civilian volunteers plucked 
dead bodies from muddy 
flood waters and rescued 
survivors from rooftops after 
Tropical Storm Ketsana tore 
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through the northern Philip¬ 
pines a day earlier, leaving at 
least 106 people dead and 
missing. Some residents be¬ 
gan to clean up as the flood 
waters receded. Still, many 
parts of the capital city re¬ 
mained flooded. A brief peri¬ 
od of sunshine showed the 
extent of the devastation in 
many neighbourhoods — 
destroyed houses, over¬ 
turned vehicles, and roads 


covered in debris and mud. 

Ketsana dumped more 
than a month’s worth of 
rain in just 12 hours, causing 
the government to declare a 
“state of calamity.” 

The rains swamped entire 
towns and set off landslides 
that have left at least 83 peo¬ 
ple dead and 23 others miss¬ 
ing, Defence Secretaiy 
Gilbert Teodoro said.

Tehran Iran’s powerful Rev¬ 
olutionary Guard said it 
successfully test-fired short- 
range missiles yesterday in 
drills meant to show 
Tehran is prepared to crush 
any military threat from 
another country. 

The display of force 
comes days after the U.S.

over a newly revealed nu¬ 
clear facility it was secretly 
constructing. 

Gen. Hossein Salami, 
head of the Revolutionary 
Guard Air Force, said Iran 
had perfected its short 
range missiles to make 
them more accurate in tac¬ 
tical battlefield situations 
and defend the country 
from any attacks. 

“We are going to respond 
to any military action in a 
crushing manner and it 
doesn’t make any differ¬ 
ence which country or 
regime has launched the 
aggression,” state media

quoted Salami as saying. He 
said the missiles successful¬ 
ly hit their targets. The tests 
came two days after the U.S. 
and its allies disclosed that 
Iran had been secretly de¬ 
veloping a previously un¬ 
known underground urani¬ 
um enrichment facility. 

U.S. Secretaiy of State 
Hillaiy Clinton said she 
doesn’t believe Iran can 
convince the U.S. and other 
world powers at the upcom¬ 
ing meeting that its nuclear 
program is for peaceful pur¬ 
poses, putting Tehran on a 
course for tougher econom¬ 
ic penalties beyond the cur¬ 
rent “leaky sanctions.”

Success of vaccine trial 
credited to Thai people 


Nearly 16,000 Thais 
ignored the false rumours 
that they were being 
infected by the AIDS virus, 
and overcame their fears of 
becoming social outcasts 
to participate in trials of 
the first vaccine found to 
prevent infection with the 
deadly virus. 

Many of the volunteers — 
an eclectic mix of house¬ 
wives, fishermen, factory 
workers, labourers and even 
prostitutes — saw first hand 
how the disease ravaged this 
region of plantations and in¬ 
dustrial estates in southeast 
Thailand, and they wanted

to do their part to end the 
epidemic that kills millions 
worldwide each year. 

“In the ’80s, the coffin 
business was booming 
around here. It was one fam¬ 
ily, after another,” said 
Tanad Yomaha, a volunteer 
whose sister and brother-in- 
law died of AIDS. “The tem¬ 
ple here had at least one cre¬ 


mation ceremony eveiy 
night and people were in 
perpetual mourning.” 

Their quiet dedication — 
90 per cent of the volunteers 
stuck with the trial for over 
six years — paid off when 
American and Thai authori¬ 
ties announced Thursday 
that the experimental vac¬ 
cine had been found to pre¬ 
vent infection with the AIDS 
virus, an unexpected result 
that many scientists thought 
would never be possible. 

The vaccine was shown to 
cut the risk of HIV infection 
by more than 31 per cent.

FBI releases Oklahoma City surveillance tapes 


terror The FBI has re¬ 
leased long-secret security 
tapes showing the chaos 
immediately after the 
1995 bombing of the Okla¬ 
homa City federal build¬ 
ing. 

The soundless recordings 
show people rushing from 
nearby buildings after the 
fertilizer bomb went off. 
They don’t show the actu¬ 


al explosion outside the 
Alfred P. Murrah Federal 
Building. 

The tapes were obtained 
by an attorney and provid¬ 
ed to The Oklahoman, the 
newspaper reported yes¬ 
terday. 

Some of them show peo¬ 
ple fleeing their buildings 
through corridors clut¬ 
tered with fallen debris. 


The FBI this summer re¬ 
leased more than 20 
recordings made from sur¬ 
veillance camera tapes re¬ 
covered in downtown 
Oklahoma City. 

A Utah attorney, Jesse 
Trentadue, obtained the 
recordings through the 
federal Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act.

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-he season of holi¬ 
days is upon us. 
Rosh Hashanah 
has barely passed 
and Yom Kippur 
began last night which 
means Succoth is just 
around the corner. Ra¬ 
madan has just ended, 
marked by the feast of Eid 
al-Fitr. Thanksgiving ar¬ 
rives in only two weeks. 
Everywhere in Canada folk 
are eating, fasting, praying, 
eating more, arguing with 
family, and swearing 
they’re going to do the hol¬ 
idays different next year. 
This is called “tradition.” 

Today, we begin a two- 
part series on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. Part I: Histoiy. 

Technically, Thanksgiv¬ 
ing is not a religious holi¬ 



day. Nowhere in the Bible 
does God proclaim, “Thou 
shalt go forth and kill the 
fatted turkey... also, a little 
cranberry sauce on the side 
is nice.” 

The fact I know this just 
goes to prove that my de¬ 
gree in theology has practi¬ 
cal application after all. 

The first Canadian 
Thanksgiving, celebrated 
in 1578, had nothing to do 
with the fall harvest. Ex¬ 
plorer Martin Frobisher re¬ 
turned home to Newfound¬ 
land, having failed to find 
the Northwest Passage, and 
held a feast to celebrate. 
Originally called the “OK, 
I’m a Loser but at Least I’m 
Still Alive” festival, this was 


later shortened to simply 
“Thanksgiving.” 

Before 1879, the date of 
Thanksgiving depended en¬ 
tirely on the whim of the 
government and shifted 
around without apparent 
rhyme and reason, much 
like social service funding 
does today. In 1957, Parlia¬ 
ment finally confirmed 
Thanksgiving to be the sec¬ 
ond Monday in October 
and a statutory holiday was 
declared throughout coun¬ 
try. Except among those 
plucky Maritimers in New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and P.E.I, who insisted, “No 
way are we letting Ottawa 
tell us what to do” even 
though it was pointed out 


that it meant getting a day 
off work. Today, Thanksgiv¬ 
ing is a celebration of na¬ 
ture’s bounty. Growing up, 
my school invited students 
to put together an annual 
display of harvest items. 

There was always a 
pineapple. I’m not sure 
why this was, given that 
our small, Ontario farming 
town wasn’t really known 
for its abundant pineapple 
output. A friend in Edmon¬ 
ton says her school’s har¬ 
vest table always featured 
at least one Snickers bar. 
That, I get. I’m thankful for 
chocolate once a month, 
minimum. 

This ends our history seg¬ 
ment. Next week, Part II:

For instance, “The best part 
of any holiday is spending 
time with family. Some¬ 
times it helps if the family 
you spend time with is not 
your own.”

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Transit parking an ever-changing story 


Plans for parking along the 
South LRT seem to change 
more frequently than for 
high-speed transit to West 
Edmonton. From plenty of 
parking to no parking, it 
seems we’re now back to 
plenty. 

To review, first South- 
gate didn’t put a co-opera¬ 
tive lot in their expansion, 
leaving the city few op¬ 
tions. Oddly enough, 
paving over adjacent 
neighbourhoods didn’t ap¬ 
peal to their residents, nor 
was it cheap. 

Then the Century Park 


garage was to cost an ab¬ 
surdly high $50,000 per 
space. Giving away parking 
spaces worth more than 
the cars for free is incredi¬ 
bly irresponsible, but the 
replacement at Ellerslie 
Road is still nearly $20,000 
per stall. 

Now, with a slowing real 
estate market, Century 
Park’s developer is willing 
to — temporarily — lease 
the city land for a 1,230 
space gravel lot. At less 
than $2,000 a pop, this is a 
plan I can support. 

Sure, this is a temporary 
lot on a five-year lease with 
no permanent replace¬ 
ment, but that’s actually a 
benefit in disguise. In five 
years, the land will be 
ready to be turned into 
homes right next to the 
LRT station, with the delay 
giving the city time to 
make sure that feeder bus¬ 


es are in place. 

Parlc-and-riders, now 
used to the benefits of LRT, 
will dread going back to 
being stuck in traffic. 

Nearly half would have 
taken the bus anyway, 
some will get dropped off, 
and others will use anoth¬ 
er lot. 

Worst case, a couple 
hundred park-and-riders 
are lost to house thousands 
of people at the station — 
a great trade. 

The only way to make 
this better would be to 
have the lot on city owned 
land so that the city could 
make a tidy profit. Unfor¬ 
tunately, council probably 
would have buckled and 
made it permanent, just 
like they’ve done for the 
expensive Ellerslie Road 
lot and need to resist doing 
for the $50,000 per spot 
garage. 


The underlying issue 
here is that Edmonton’s 
automobile dependency 
causes many to see there’s 
a problem getting to sta¬ 
tions, but instead of want¬ 
ing to make transit work, 
they scream for parking at 
any price — even at the 
price of dozens of buses. 

With due respect to the 
perspective Coun. Jane Bat¬ 
ty represented at council, 
getting people out of their 
cars needs to mean more 
than them literally leaving 
their cars in a park-and- 
ride lot. 

For that goal, cheap, 
temporary lots — plus 
plenty of buses — are bet¬ 
ter than expensive, perma¬ 
nent ones.

Chrysler looks

Chrysler thinks its future 
may be in a new lineup of 
smaller cars based on 
models from Italian part¬ 
ner Fiat. The question is 
how to make them for 
Americans put off by stiff 
suspensions, firm seats 
and few cupholders. 

Americans are also gen¬ 
erally plumper and taller, 
and they're used to driving 
fatter, longer cars on wider 
roads.

But 
nowhere is the problem 
more acute than Chiysler, 
where a wholesale lineup 
change is needed quickly 
to boost sagging sales.

Save rainforests while net surfing

gine? Is that real¬ 
ly necessaiy? I 
mean how “un¬ 
green” is a regu¬ 
lar search? 

Those were our thoughts 
when we first heard about 
Forestle.org. Forestle is a 
search engine started in 
Germany in 2008 that is ap¬ 
parently not only carbon 
dioxide neutral but also 
saves the rainforests. 


How can this be, you say? 
Well, Forestle is non-profit 
site that tracks the carbon 
dioxide emissions caused by 
running their own servers, 
the network infrastructure 
and also the projected emis¬ 
sions caused by the comput¬ 
ers of those who perform 
Forestle searches. 

They then use part of the 
revenue generated from ad¬ 
vertising on their site to 
purchase renewable energy 
certificates that are invest¬ 
ments in wind, solar, geot¬ 
hermal, tidal and other re¬ 
newable forms of energy. 
The rest of their revenue, af¬ 
ter they maintain their 
servers and use about 10 
per cent for administrative 
costs, is donated to the 
Adopt an Acre program, 
which is run by the Nature 
Conservancy to sustainably 
protect rainforests. 


Forestle calculates that 
they save about 0.1 square 
metres of rainforest per In¬ 
ternet search. This may not 
seem like much but we per¬ 
sonally perform at least five 
Internet searches per day 
(there are a lot of things we 


don’t know) so now we are 
up to half a square metre of 
rainforest per day, or 182 
square meters per year. 

Forestle posts monthly re¬ 
ports on their earnings and 
acres of rainforest protected 
and they estimate that to 


date they have protected al¬ 
most 1.7 million square me¬ 
tres of rainforest. 

Forestle originally 

planned to partner 
with Google for a 
their Internet 
searches, howev¬ 
er this agreement 
fell apart for 


some reason and 
they are now part¬ 
nered with Yahoo. 

So how well does the 
search engine work? We 
tried a few searches on both 
Forestle and Google. Some 
of the links that turned up 
were the same and some 
were different. Both search 
engines gave us useful in¬ 
formation and it did not ap¬ 
pear that one engine was 
any better than the other. 
In fact, it looks like if you 
are having trouble finding 
information it might be use¬ 


ful to try both Forestle and 
Google. The one advantage 
Google does have is that 
you if you are using 
Google.ca you can

“pages from 
Canada” but¬ 
ton that filters 
out most US 


sites, which is 

F f useful if you are 
trying to find 
something in Cana¬ 
da. 

A person forges a deep 
bond of trust with their 
search engine. We have to 
trust it to give us the most 
relevant information. How¬ 
ever, it seems like Forestle is 
very good idea and is at 
least worth trying.

Sushi is putting the "queen of the ocean" near extinction

She’s beautiful. She’s 
fast. She’s smart. But she 
may soon be gone forev¬ 
er. The bluefin tuna has 
fallen victim to the glob¬ 
al sushi vogue. 

“When it comes to 
bluefin tuna, oceans are 
like the Wild West,” says 
Phil Kline, a veteran com¬ 
mercial fisherman who 
now works for Green¬ 
peace. “There’s no en¬ 
forcement of rules, and 
fishing companies are 
making a huge profit.” 

In theory, depleting fish 
is illegal, but for bluefin 
tuna, the reality is very 
different.

Most Mediterranean coun¬ 
tries catch more bluefin tuna 
than they're allowed. In 2006

cover from overfishing. 
(ICAAT is the international 
organization responsible for 
tuna-fishing management.) 
• Instead, ICAAT approved 
the EU's proposal for a quota 
of 29,500 tons.

Sick of trendy words? 

Survey reveals most loathed and out-of-date sayings used in the office

Buzzwords quickly turn 
into drones, and phrases 
that once sounded cool 
become distinctly 
ungroovy. Accountemps, 
a temporary staffing 
company based in 
California, recently 
revealed today’s most 
overused office 
buzzwords and Metro 
sat down with a linguist 
to find out how 
language love turns to 
language loathing. 

The survey showed “it is 
what it is” and “at the end 
of the day” to be two of 
the worst offenders. 

“When business or in¬ 
dustry terms become 
overused, people stop pay¬ 
ing attention to them,” 
explained Max Messmer, 
chairman of Accoun¬ 
temps. “The best commu¬ 
nicators use clear and 
straightforward language 
that directly illustrates 
their points.” 

The out-of-favour phras¬ 
es included game chang¬ 


er, as in “Transitioning 
from products to so¬ 
lutions was 
game changer 
for our compa¬ 
ny,” value-add, 
as in “We have 
to evaluate the 
value-add of this 
activity before we 
spend more on it,” and 
leverage, as in “We in¬ 
tend to leverage our in¬ 
vestment in IT infrastruc¬ 
ture across multiple busi¬ 
ness units to drive prof¬ 
its.” 

Other offenders were 
synergy, customer-centric 
and think outside the box. 
Bosses were also sick of 
hearing about the reces¬ 
sion, depression, down 
sizing and doing more 
with less. 

Sally Rice, professor of 
linguistics at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta, said buzz¬ 
words are like fashion 
trends in clothes. Some, 
like “cool,” stick around 
to become stylish, while 
others, like “groovy,” be¬ 
come unfashionable.

WORRIES According to a 
recent survey conducted by 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, nine 
out of 10 university students 
in Canada are concerned 
about how the recession will 
affect their job prospects. Of 
the 673 university students 
surveyed from across Canada, 
52 per cent said that the cur¬ 
rent economy has made them 
rethink their plans for the fu¬ 
ture, and 21 per cent of those 
indicated that they would ac¬ 
cept work in an area not 
directly related to their major. 
The survey also found that 
due to students' financial wor¬ 
ries, 41 per cent have reduced 
their spending habits. 

SALARIES ON ICE A recent 
salary increase survey 
conducted by global human 
resources consulting and out¬ 
sourcing company Hewitt As¬ 
sociates, reveals that almost 
one-third, or 29 per cent of 
Canadian employers froze 
salaries in 2009 — the largest 
percentage in a decade. As 
for 2010, employers from 
across Canada indicated a 
feeling of guarded optimism 
with respect to salary increas¬ 
es for the coming year. Six 
and a half per cent of the 387 
Canadian organizations that 
participated in the survey 
plan to continue freezing 
salaries.

NFB tells stories of Canadians dealing with the recession

Christian, a 40-year-old 
artist, used to live in New 
York City selling paintings 
to wealthy New Yorkers. 

He now lives in a kitchen¬ 
less apartment in Windsor 
where he makes $100 a 
week. 

Stuart, a middle-aged 
factory worker, used to 
work at the AbitibiBowater 
pulp and paper mill plant 
in Grant Falls, N.L. He now 
runs a government spon¬ 
sored cranberry farm that 
won’t see fruit for at least 
three years. 

These are the stories of 
Canadians dealing with 
what some call the worst 
economic crisis since the 
great depression, and the 
National Film Board is fol¬ 
lowing, capturing and 
sharing these stories with 
their latest project, GDP: 
Measuring the Human Side 
of the Canadian Economic 
Crisis. 

The project, which is the 
first large-scale collabora¬ 
tion between the French 
and English departments, 
is an interactive website 
featuring documentaries 
and photo essays about 
Canadians dealing with 
the recession. 

“(The project) is a huge 
experience for all of us, it’s 
completely different than 
what we usually do,” pro¬ 
ducer Marie-Claude 

Dupont said from the 
NFB’s head office in Mon¬ 
treal. 

The NFB has been creat¬ 
ing traditional documen¬

taries for the past 60 years, 
but as part of a new digital 
strategy, is taking things 
online and interactive. 

“The people are part of 
the project,” Dupont said, 
adding that users will not 
only be able to comment 
on the stories, but also up¬ 
load their own anecdotes, 
images and videos. 

The project follows 15 
Canadians for a year as 
they adapt to new circum¬ 
stances and reinvent them¬ 
selves in the face of the re¬ 
cession. Each week, a new 
chapter of their story is 
added to the site as a four- 
minute documentary shot 
by local filmmakers.

2 cups (500 ml) plain
